OUR DOUBTING GOVERNOR. 

We call attention to a communication 
in another column, from a distinguished 
citizen of the State, in regard to that 
portion of Gov. Caldwe'l’s message that 
refers to the Legislative apportionment. 

We agree with our correspondent that 
the message is a strictly partisan docu- 
ment. It is unworthy of » place in the 
records of the State department and is 
a disgrace to North Caroliua. 

The Governor. from the time be first 
entered upon the duties of his 
office up to the present, has shown a 
subserviency ‘o party dictation anda 
pandering to party prejudice and malice 
that are without any parallel in the 
official careers of the former Executives 
of North Carolina. 

It is reported thatif the Governor 
had felt authorized to do so, he would 
have prevented the assembling of the 
Legislature because that body has a 
Conservative majority. 

We do not know whether such is the 
fact or not, but we have heard there 
was 9 correspondence on the subject 
with certain Radical Judges, and that 
the policy was seriously discussed as to 
the propriety and policy of declaring 
the Legislature an unconstitutional | 
body. We have before noticed that the 
Governor in his message says it is ex- 
ceedingly doubtful whether the present 
Legislature has not been chosen in vio- 
lation of the Constitution. Hv does not 
NOW propose to raise so grave a question. 
Why not now ? | 

If the Legislature is really an uncon- 
stitutionail body, it would be to the in- 
terest of the people of the State to have 
the matter aecided at the earliest prac 
ticable moment, to prevent endless cun 
fusion, litigation and chaos heieafter, 
when the validity ot its acts as being an 
illegal body come to be tested before | 


the Courts ? 


The Governor doubts the legality ot 
the present Legislature on the ground 
that the apportionment by the last Gen- 
eral Assembly of Senators and Repre 
sentives was made in violation of the 
Constitution. At lIcast he says, “it is 
exceedingly doubtful whetber they hac 
any right” to make such apportion- 
ment. 

To be sure no one but himself is re- 
ponsible for the doubts that flit through 
his Excellency’s brain, but we cannot see 
the force of his logic nor admit the con 
clusions to which he has arrived. Ip 
tact, we have been unable, after looking 
into the matter, to see any reasons 
for the grave doubts he entertains 
touching this matter. 


The only provisions of the Constitu- 
tion relating to the subject are found 
in Secs. 4, 5, 6, and 8, of Act. 2. Sec. 6. 
requires that the House apportionment: 
shall be made at the same time and fo: 
the same periods as the Senatorial Dis- 
tricts—and Sec. 8 ascertains the com- 
position of the House until a new ap 
portionment shall be made. 

These, thercfore, do not inform us at 
what time, and for what pericds the 
apportionment shall be made. 

Sec. 5 directs that an enumeration 
of inhabitants shall be taken by the 
State in the year 1875, and atthe end 
of every ten years thereafter, and thai 
the Senate Districts sball be altered by 
the General Assembly at the first ses- 
sion after the return of every enumera 
tion taken as aforesaid, or by order of 
Congress, and shail remain unaltered 
until the return of another enumeration 
A census was taken by order of Cun- 
gress in 1870. 

The return, or report of enumeration, 
was made in the Spring of 1871. ‘he 
first session of the Legislature after 
that time was the session beginning 
November 1871. This was the session 
at which the apportionment was made. 
Where is there any reason for the Gov. 
ernor to be exceedingly doubttul abou’ 
this matter? If that is not the proper 
session, which is? The session of No- 
vember 1870? There had been no re 
turn of enumeration, no “report” made 
before that session. .But the Governor 
intimates that the present sessicn is the 
proper one. Is this the first session ol 
the Legislature had after the return of u 
census made in 1870, and reported to 
Congress in the Spring of 1871 ¢ 

The State is to take an enumeration 
in the year 1875. The report of such 
census will doubtless be made in the 
Spring of 1876, and at the session of 
November 1875, a new apportionment 
will be made. Those alterations based 
on the National Census will be made in 
1871 °72, 1881 °82, 1891 Those on 
the State Census will be made in 1876 
77, 1886 "87, 1896 97. This gives us 
periods of five years between the altcra- 
tions, 

Suppose it were otherwise, and the 
alterations based on the National cen- 
sus were made in 1872 ‘73, 1882 °83, 
1892 "93, instead of “the perwds” of 
which the 6th section speaks above ? 
We would then have a “varying series” 
of four and six years between the alter- 
ations in the Senatorial districts. 

If we were required to theorize as to 
the origin of the Governor's doubts, we 
would suggest that he bas failed to un Pf 
derstand the fourth section. 

This section gives no direction what- ( 
ver as to the time when the alterations 
in the senatorial districts are to be 


| made, such directions being found ip 


section 5 quoted abave, and nct else 
where. 

Section 4 simply divides the State 
into 43 senatorial districts, and directs 
that the Sevate shall be composed of 
members elected from the districts thus 
ascertained until a certain time or event. 

The event is “the first session of the 
General Assembly which shall be had 
alter the year 1871.” 

That must necessairily be the session 
af November 1872. So until the session 
of November, 1872, the Senate shall be 
compoeed of members elected from the 
said 43 Districts. Such is the constitu 
tional mandate; and has it not been 
obeyed’ The Senatorial Districts were 
altered it is true; but has the com- 
position of the Senate been changed 
before the first session after the year 
1871? The Governor has possibly failed 
to appreciate the difference between the 
Senatorial District and the Senator— 
and perhaps also it has escaped bim that 
there is no Senate to transact business 
except when the body of Senators are 
organized in session. 

It is a matter of not unusual occur 
rence that a Representative retains his 
seat in Congress after his district has 
been very much changed—and perhaps 
after some one else has been chosen to 
succeed him. This is referred to by 
way of illustrating the position that ap 
alteration ot the Senatorial Districts in 
no wise operates to affect the Senators 
composing the Senate. 

We trust the Governor will be able 
to dismiss his doubts as to the constitu. 
tionality of the present Assembly, after 
he looks carefully into the law on the 
subject. 


OUR IGNORANT GOVERNOR. 

The Governor says he has no powe! 
over the militia of the State—that the 
last Legislature deprived him of all 
authority in the premises, so that he is 
now powerless to protect the people 
from outlaws and insurgents. 

The Governor must be wilifully igno- 
rant on this subject, If he will study 
the acts of the Legislature carefully on 
the militia question he will find out that 
he has more power over the State imili- 
tia than was possessed by any of his 
predecessors before the war. 

We say before the war, because we 
admit that Governor Holden was cloth 
ei with more power over the “detailed” 
militia than the last Legislature were 
willing should be in the hands of any 
one map, no matter what position he 
occupied. Therefore the law giving 
the Governor dictatorial power on the 
subject of the militia, was very properly 
repealed, but the old law as it stands in 
the Revised Code is still in operation in 
all material parts, but new power. have 
been added, giving tie Governor more 
authority than the law conferred before 
the war, 

In the matter of appointing boards 
of Directors for the Penitentiary and 
the Asylums, the Governor ignored the 
law, and his conduct was usurpatory 
and revclutionary. He  proceedeu 
against the counsels of leading Repub- 
lican lawyers, and by a course of folly 
and petty obstinacy, brought down upon 
his head public ridicule and indigna- 
tion. 

In his late message we have pointed 
out how ridiculously he blundered in 
his criticism of the election law. The 
Governor's first objection to the present 
law was that it required the ballots to 
be on white paper and without device 
Ife states that he has been unable to 
conceive why this arrangement should 
be made, “and no one has been able to 
suggest a plausible reason for it.” We 
called the Governor's attention to the 
iact that this system was in favor in 
severs] Statcs, in order to secure as 


| pirfect as possible the benefits 
to be derived from the ballot. 
The etatutes of several States 


“prohibit ballots received or 
counted unless the same are written or 
printed upon white paper, without any 
marks or figures thereon, to distinguish 
one ballot from another. These status 
are simply declaratory of a constitution- 
al principle that inheres in the system 
of voting by ballot, and which onght 
to be inviolable, whether deciared or 
not.”

This court says, in substance, that if the 
judgment had decided that the con- 
tract underlying Delano’s claim was 
void from public policy existing at the 
time, there would have been no ques- 
tion for revision here, but as the judy 
ment is based upon a provision of the 
Constitution of the State, framed afte 
the contract was made, which declares 
that all contracts sha!! be adjudged void 
which are founded upon consideration 
of Confederate money, it will haye to 
be revised, as, having sustained a law 
repugnant to that clause of the Federal 
Constitution prohibiting the States 
from making any law which shall im 
pair the obligation of contracts.
